IT  HAS  BEEN  a wondcrfully  exciting 
year  being  back  at  Wesleyan  re- 
visiting old  friends  and  meeting 
many  new  ones.

I hope  each  year  at  least  one  of  the 
Association  officers  can  attend  the 
AAC  Regional  Conference  with 
the  Alumnae  Director  and  Editor. 

As  few  changes  as  possible  were 
made  this  year  in  the  Alumnae  As- 
sociation routines  and  activities  to 
minimize  the  impact  of  a new 
Director  and  a new  slate  of  officers 
the  same  year.  Change,  however,  is 
inherent  in  a living,  growing  or- 
ganization. 

The  most  exciting  innovation  this 
year  was  the  introduction  of  the 
“Alumnae  Links”.  The  vice-presi- 
dent of  each  student  class  serves  as 
the  link  between  her  class  and  the 
Alumnae  Association  making  it 
possible  for  the  Alumnae  Office  to 
take  a meaningful  place  in  student 
life  and  for  students  to  make  the 
transition  to  alumnae  more  easily. 
An  increased  emphasis  on  the  activ- 
ities of  the  Student  Interest  Com- 
mittee will,  Elaine  hopes,  bridge  the 
gap  between  “student”  and  “alum- 
na  . 

Do  you  realize  that  Wesleyan  has 
more  students  than  it  can  house  this 
fall?  This  fact  means  no  guest 
rooms  and  no  housing  for  visiting 


alumnae — hence,  the  off-campus  re- 
union housing  announced  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  and  reported  in  the 
Magazine.  Other  schools  have  done 
this  so  successfully  their  alumnae 
prefer  it;  we  can  like  it  too  with 
early  planning  and  coordination. 

Have  you  heard  how  expertly
